After.eight hours’ steady work and two long 
interviews with Commander Davis the Com- 
mittee on Ceremonies, at an hour after mid- 
night this morning, finally agreed on a pro-

submitted by the committee 
Davis suggested several changes. Instead of 
meeting the Infanta at the west entrance to 
the Midway Plaisance he said that her Royal 
Highness would prefer that President Palmer, 
President Higinbotham, Director-General 
Davis, Mrs. Potter Palmer, and Director of 
Works Burnham await the coming of the 
party at the north doorway of the Adminis- 
tration Building. 
Only the joint Committee on Ceremonies 
will meet the Infanta at the entrance to the 
‘grounds and escort her to the building. While 
this arrangement has yet to receive the ap- 
proval of the Council of Administration it is 
almost certain to be adopted, though tlie 
original report will also bé submitted. Mrs. 
Potter Palmer objects, it is understood, to 
leaving her carriage at the west gateway of 
the plaisance, even to kiss the hand of royalty, 
and this feeling would also seem to indicate 
that the suggestions of Commander Davis will 
be taken in good part.

If the wishes of the Infanta as expressed by 
Commander Davis are carried out the Exposi- 
tion officials will meet the royal party at the 
doors of the Administration Building and 
there they will be formally presented by Com- 
mander Davis. The party will then be taken 
at once to the reception room of President 
Palmer. After a rest the Infanta and her 
suite will go down on the elevators to the main 
floor, walk across to the rotunda to 
the- opposite pavilion, on the third floor of 
which the breakfast given by President 
Palmer will be served. Plates will be laid 
‘gbout a round table for sixty guests. Included 
in the namber will be four from the Com- 
mittee on Ceremonies, the members of which 
will today draw lots for the honor. The Ad- 
ministration Building will be closed to visit- 
ors from Wednesday evening until the royal 
party leaves. 

After the breakfast the Infanta will go to 
the reception rooms of Mrs. Potter Palmer, 
where the Committee on Ceremonies of the 
Board of Lady Managers will be in waiting. 
They will escort the royal party to the Spanish 
section in the Woman’s Building, where a 
reception to invited guests will be given. 
Meanwhile Prince Antoine will be entertained 
in the rooms of President Palmer.

Hor Sprinas, S. D., June 6.—The following 
message, signed John Moore, the press 
correspondent who accompanied Mind Read- 
er Johnstone on his perilous trip to Wind 
Cave. in search of a hidden pin, was found by 
guides who went in search of the party, 
eighteen miles from the mouth of the cave:

The guide is badly 
rattled, as Johnstone is almost delirious from a 
wound in the head caused bya fall during tem- 
porary darkness by the candles being blown out. 
Johnstone implores the committee to push on 
with him. Committee wanted to.remain here, as 
thay say matters only become worse as they pro- 
ceed‘vfurther. Johustone is in a pitiable condi- 
tion. Requests them to stay by him and save:his 
réputation, crying, ‘Concentrate’ your minds, 
gentlemen > concentrate your minds.“ Unless 
help arrives we shall certainly perish. We are 
now without food or water.

She 
was most anxious to learn Mr. Booth’s condi- 
tion, and when she was informed that he could 
live only a few hours she expressed her deep- 
est sympathy for his daughter. 

It was just 1:17 o’clock this morning when 
Dr. St. Clair Smith appeared at the center

chief, a signal which all in the street instantly 
understood. Dr. Smith then hurried down- 
stairs. He said: | 

There is nothing#to say in description of 
Mr. Booth’s death. It was like the passing of 
a shadow. His vitality had been surprising 
and I was surprised that death had not come 
before.“ 

Everything pointed to the early death of 
Mr. Booth yesterday morning. His vitality. 
which had sustained him for the seven wéeks 
since April 17 to such asurprising extent, had 
then given indication that it would not much 
longer bear him up, and when Dr. Smith 
called at 8 o’clock he locked for the great 
actor’s early demise. He left ‘the house at 9 
o'clock, when the attendants posted this bul- 
letin that he had then written: 

There has been no change in Mr. Booth's 
condition since midnight. Mr. Booth has 
been unconscious since Sunday.“ 

The doctor then said that possibly Mr. 
Booth might linger for a few days, though it 
was not at all probable. 
Mrs. Grossman called at the club early in 
the morning. .She has been unremitting. in 
her attendance at the bedside of her father, 
and her friends have’all along feared that the 
strain would finally prove too much for her to 
bear. : 

Mr. Grossman also called several times -yes- 
terday and spent some time in the sick man’s 
room. He took the children there on one oc- 
casion, but they remained only a short time 
and then went home with a maid. 

Ataquarter to 7 o’clock last evening a 
messenger was summoned, who rushed out of 
the club-house for Dr., Smith. It was then 
thought that Mr. Booth was sinking and would 
soon die. Dr. Smith drove up at half-past 7 
o’clock. Previous to this fime there had 
been a report from the si¢k-chamber that 
Mr. Booth’s extremities were growing cold 
and that he could live but a short time. The 
result of. the doctor’s examination was con- 
tained in this bulletin, that he posted at 
twenty minutes to 8 o’clock: 

‘+ Mr. Booth is gradually sinking, and it ‘is 
doubtful if he survives the night.“ . 

Dr. Smith was away from the club during a 
couple of hours, but returned at half-past 10

MOUNET SULLY’S ESTIMATE OF BOOTH, 


Praise from the French Tragedian for the 
Greatest American Actor. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 
Paris, June 6.—[Copyright, 1893, by the 
Press Publishing company.] —Mounet Sully, 
the famous French tragedian whose Hamlet 
attracted much attention in England, said, 
speaking of Booth: ; 
It will always be a matter of the keenest regret 
with me that 1 never saw the great American 
tragedian, Booth. The different interpretations 
of Hamlet have naturally much interested me. 
All that I have seen have been widely different 
and of none ean I say it was positively the 
best: probably this might be said. of 
Booth’s. He had, I understand, the most 
thorough intellectual conception of the role and 
gave an expression to it that appealed strongly to 
the hearer’s intellect. His elocution must have 
been magnificent, while his acting was of second- 
ary importance, very different from the French 
style or from anything to which we are accus- 
tomed here. Unfortunately I have not only not 
seen him but never had sufficient information on 
which to base an opinion worth giving. He 
was the greatest actor in America, a cout- 


try which has produced so many trage- 
dians of. high rank, and his loss is 
especially great at this time. French 


actors have little visited America in the past, 
but that is apparently going to be changed. I 
have looked forward to secing Booth as one of

There was a series of revivals. ** Richelieu“ 
was given as never before in the history of the 
Stare.

It was about this time that Mr. Booth 
erected ata cost of over 1.000.000 ttte noblest 
temple yet raised to the drama in America. 
It was opened Feb. 3, 1809, with a gorgeous 
production of Romeo and Juliet.“ Booth 
himself was the Romeo; his future wife, Mary 
MeVicker, the Juliet, and Edwin Adams the 
Mercutio. The success of the house was 
complete. Such plays were produced in suc-

The accepted gun 
must be of small bore, to use smokeless pow- 
er, and with the bolt type of action. Al! 
these conditions are new to American in 
ventors, and yet Congress allowed thirty days 
in Which to design and build a model. The 
extension of tine was unexpected,.and many 
of the inventors did not know of it until the 
time had almost expired. The fair thing to 
do would be to extend the time,. Say three 
months, and give ample notice and inatruc- 
tions as to what is required, and I shall be 
surprised if Ainerican skill does not produce 
a weapon away ahead of the Krag rifle.”

The Chicago“ Being Prepared for a Trial 
TripxIt Will Rise 1,500 Feet. 

The inflation of the captive balloon “ Chi- 
cago d was begun yesterday in the park on 
Midway Plaisance, and the managers expect 
to send the great airship on its first trip to the 
clouds today. A trial trip will first be under- 
taken by Aeronauts Allier and Voisard; then a 
few invited representatives of the press will 
go up for a birdseye view of the Fair, Chica- 
go, the lake, and other parts of the earth. 
After they get back to terra firma the balloon 
people will ready to carry passengers— 
twenty of them or so ata trip. 

The Chicago“ with its car and all attach- 
ments will stand 90 feet in height, and 100. 
000 eubie feet of gas will be required to 
lift it and itsload. The process of inflation 
was begun at 11 o’cloek yesterday morning, 
the generators having been charged late Mon- 
day night. Sraoking is positively prohibited 
in the park since the gas began to flow. No 
odor is developed in the generation of the gas, 
which is made by the dissolution of iron in 
acids and water in sufficient quantities to lib- 
erate 14 per cent of the hydrogen of the lat- 
ter. This gas is washed and dried by a solu 
tien of caustic and calcium and goes into the 
balloon a perfectly dry, pure water gas. 

In its ascensions the balloon will be allowed 
to rise 1.500 feet. The rope is an inch and u 
quarter in diameter and is made of Italian 
hemp. It was manufactured in France, Late

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SPRECKELS PUTS ON THE PRESSURE. 


He Demands That the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment Satisfy a Debt. 

Honotutu, May 30.—[ Via San Francisco 
per steamship Gaelic, June 6.]—Affairs politi- 
calhave quieted some during the last five 
days. The Nor@hoff affair has been dropped 
by the provisional government, and though 
the usual number of alarming rumors have 
been in circulation people have failed to give 
them customary credence. Claus Spreckels 
created a mild sensation May 29 by demand- 
ing immediate payment of the $95,000 owed 
to him by the government. Dispatches from 
Washington stating that Blount’s report is 
undoubtedly against annexation are believed 
by many people of both parties. The annexa- 
tionists now say they will be satisfied with a 


protectorate ‘insuring a stable govern- 
ment. The Royalists, on the con- 
trury, say that the claim they made 


all along that there would be no annexation, 


has been verified and that the Queen is to be 
reinstated. They say that ‘Mr. Blount will re- 
port that she was removed from her throne 
by the power of the United States through 
Minister Stevens and that no other honorable 
course remains but to use that same power to 
put Liliuokalani once more at the head of the 
government. . ; 
Claus Spreckels seems to be the most pow- 
erful antagonist the provisional government 
has at present. He is making a vigorous cam- 
paign against annexatiorf. It is generally ad- 
mitted that the resignation of Minister of 
Finance Porter was due to the influence of 
Spreckels in the hope that the government 


would be embarrassed. Instead, however, 
Vice-President 8. M. Damon, one of 
the strongest men on the islands, 


has stepped into the breach and May 29 took 
charge of the Department of Finance. Mon- 
day Mr. Spreckels notified the government 
that he wanted an immediate payment of the 
$95,000 worth of demand notes held by him. 
Without a reply he left the same day to in- 
spect his plantation at Kawaii. 

Minister Damon stated that the government 
would have no trouble in paying the debt. 
At this time of the year the government 
finances are low, as the taxes do not begin to 
come in until fall. On this account the gov- 
ernment is embarrassed toa Gtain extent. 
Mr. Spreckels can sell the bonds he holds if 
no other way can be found to satisfy him. 

For some days officers. of the provisional 
government have had under consideration in- 
structions to be sent Minister Thurston about 
a possible treaty of annexation. It has been 
decided to instruct Mr. Thurston to ask among 
other things that the control of government 
lands be left to the Hawaiian Government, to 
be disposed of under laws similar to the 
United States homestead laws. Also that the 
United States take up the $900,000 of Ha- 
waiian silver coinage and coin it into Ameri- 
can money. The labor question is Mso under 
discussion, and the policy of asking that the 
lu bor lawsof the United States be suspended 
for a.period of five years as regards their ap- 
plication to Hawaii was talked of when the 
news came that Minister Blount would receive 
instructions to negotiate the treaty here. It 
had been intended tosend Mr. Thurston in- 
structions by the steamer of June 1, but the 
government yesterday decided to defer action. 

Minister Blount regards the situation as 
peaceful and thinks whatever the solution of 
the political problem there will be no fighting 
or bloodshed. An announcement was made 
that Monday night, May 29, a mass-meeting 
of royalists would be held. It was reported 
that the provisional government would not 
permit the meeting and Monday night was 
looked forward to with interest by many peo- 
ple. Monday afternoon, however, a notice 
was sent out that the meeting would not be 
held. as the news from ‘Washington made it 
unnecessary. Anpexationists, although no 
official notice had been given that any inter- 
ference would be attempted, said that the 
Royalists were afraid to meet. 

J. S. Walker, for many years a prominent 
figure in island politics, died of aneurism 
May 29.

Last Fri- 
day I heard some grumbling about money mat- 
ters, for several people called to see him that 1 
never knew had any business relations with him.: 
The Columbian Bank people, who are located in 
the Ames Building, sent for me last Saturday and 
asked me if I knew where father was, and on be- 
ing informed that I did not they wanted to know 
if | would meet a note for $900 that had come 
due that day. I told them that it was out of the 
question for me to handle his paper, for he had 
given me no authority to do so. More creditors 
came around Saturday, among them the Misses 
Appleton, who have an account with him of 
about $4,000. There were a few others whose 
names I cannot recall at the present time. 

The son further says that after looking over 
his father’s papers he finds stocks and bonds 
amounting te about $100,000. Some of the 
paper he found to be good and “ some of the 
stocks not warth the paper they are written 
on. I cannot believe, the son continues, 
that he is so buried in debt that he will be 
unable to meet his obligations, but my belief 
is backed by faith and confidence in him 
rather than in facts to prove it.“ 

Checking Up Its Accounts. 

The Franklin Park company, of which 
Moody Merrill is President, has held a meet- 
ing to see how its affairs will be affected by 
his absence, It is believed by his son, who is 
adirectorin the company, that his father’s 


trouble will not affect the company very 


much. W. M. Merrill further said: 

Of course, I am aware that there must be some- 
thing heavier back of it all, or father would not 
be driven to the wall for such a’ small amount. 
Just what is back of all of it Idonot know. He 
was a heavy owner in the Magnes#t Calcite Fire- 
proof company, which manufactures fireproof 
goods and does business on Devonshire street, 
and owing to the trouble some time ago, when L. 
Howard Dagzell, the manager, took $22,000, 
fathe? sunk a lot of money in order to Keep their 
heads above water. I am certain that the com- 
pony must owe him at least $60,000, for their 

usiness has not been very good of late. 
Since Saturday I have learned that Henry’ 
Pfaff, the brewer, has lent or advanced him a 
considerable| amount, but whether it is secured 
or not I do Hot know. Father was trustee of an 
estate valued at $50,000, which was left to me, 
and I suppose that, like the others, I will have to 
suffer. ) a 

Besides the properties mentioned above 
Moody Merrill owns the Hotel Bellevue, as- 
sessed for $107,000, the estate occupied by 
his son, corner of "Townsend street and Wal’ 
nut avenue, assessed for about $57,000, and 
a lot of West End preferred stock, He was 
to my mind,” says the son, a conservative 
investor, was never known to gamble in stocks, 
so far as I know, and just how he managed to 
run aground when the water was deep and all 
looked like plain sailing lam at a loss to un- 
derstand.”’

A. D. Long, $100,000. 

Moody Merrill has achieved many successes 
during the thirty-four years which he has 
been connected with the business interests of 


this city. From a clerk in the law office of 
William Minot he developed into a 
lawyer, railway President, legislator, 


and agitator’ for public improvements and re- |, 


forms. From 1865 to 1884 he was an active 
member of the School Board, and during 
seven of these years he served as Chairman of 
the Roxbury High School committee. He 
was a member of the House of Representa- 
tives from 1868 to 1871 and of the Senate in 
1872 and 1873. In 1890 he was the candi- 
date of the Republican party for Mayor of 
Bostorm but was deféated by the Democratic 
nominee, Nathan Matthews Jr. In this cam- 
paign he spent a large sum of money. Un- 
doubtedly a great deal of it was misappro- 
priated by persons to whom it was intrusted. 


BOSTON BANKS ARE CAUGHT. 


Staid Financial Institutions at the Hub 
Lose $11,400 Through a Forger. 

Boston, Mass., June @—([Special.|—The 
National Bank of Redemption and the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, two of Boston’s 
most conservative financial institutions, have 
been worked by a professional forger to the 
extent of $11,400. The former bank loses 
$5,500 and the latter $5,900. The checks 
came through the National Security Bank 
of this city, the cashier of which said this 
afternoon: A customer came here dur- 
ing the early part of last month and de- 
sired to enter an account. He was intro- 
duced to us by one of our best known and re- 
liable customers. Shortly after he was intro- 
duced he deposited $6,100 in two checks, one 
for 53.000 on the First National Bank of 


Léwiston, Me., and one for $3,100 on the 
Franklin National Bank, payable at the 


National Bank of Redemption. ‘These checks 
passed clearance in the usual way and were 
paid out. In all the Bank of Commerce paid 
out 55,500 and the Bank of Redemption 


. $5,900. At the last of the month, when the 


Lewiston Bank made up its accounts, it noti- 
fied the Bank of Commerce that, the checks 


were forgeries. ’

DAMAGE FROM A THUNDERSTORM, 
Lightning Bolts with the Wind Destroy 
PropertyOne Killed in Brooklyn, 

New "York, June 6.— [Special. -A heavy 
thunderstorm accomphnied by an unusual 
electric€ disturbance visited New York this 
afternoon: There haye been few occasions 
when the rain has descended as it did today. 
The center of Gjsturbances was only ten or 
fifteen minutes in passing over, and in that 
time half an inch of rnin fell. During this 
time lightning bolts flashed uninterruptedly.

Queen may be sent to the post, although it has

NOT RADICAL ENOU GH. 


IGNATIUS DONNELLY HEADS AN AN- 
‘ TI-TRUST OONVENTION BOLT. 


On the Report of the Platform Committee 
the “ Radicals” Attempt to Carry Single 
Tax and Confiscation Amendments but 
Are Defeated—They Hold a Session of 
Their Own at the Palmer House- Free 
Coinage Goes Through with a Rushe 
What the Bolting Element Wants Done. 


The Anti-Trust convention completed its 
labors yesterday and adjourned sine die. The 
report of the Committee on Resolutions took 
ho notice of the various“ radical” resolutions 
offered the day before: The movers of the 
latter resolutions fought vigorously for their 
adoption until on a test vote they were beaten. 
‘Toward the close the ** radicals,’ . led by lg- 
natius Donnelly, announced that they would 


House in the evening. The convention passed 
a free silver resolution and also took prelim- 
inary steps toward the formation of an anti- 
trust association. 

While waiting for the committee report at 
the morning session Gen. James B. Weaver 
made a vigorous anti-trust speech, a letter 
from Judge Albion W. Tourgeé was read, and 
more delegates were admitted. When the 
committee appeared Chairman Rosewater 
read the report and moved its adoption. Mr. 
Donnelly interposed an objection and offered 
resolutions to remove the protection of law 
from trusts. Lloyd of Illinois offered other 
resolutions that the government take control 
of bituminous as well as anthracite. coal 
lands. Brown of Illinois opposed the 
report and. offered as a substitute one 
to abolish private ownership of land. 
wipe out the protective tariff, and inaugurate 
the single tax system. Recess for lunch put a 
stop to the debate. 

Mr. Brown’s resolution was taken up as 
soon us the convention reassembled and was 
speedily killed. Mr. Lloyd’s * proposi- 
tion was then called up. The fight over it 
wus the test of the convention's position. Mr. 
Lloyd delivered eu long speech in favor of his 
motion, quoting largely from Congressional 
and Legislutive reports on the monopolistic 
control of coal lands by railroads, the condi- 
tion of miners, and laws of recent date. 


Lost on a Test Vote. 


Gen. Weaver took up the question and 
moved that it be made the adg¢iress of the con- 
vention. a 

Carey of Pennsylvania denounced the rese- 
lutions as reflections on the intelligence and 
patriotisin of the committee. If adopted the 
convention would go down to history as a col- 
lection of cranks. When he admitted that he 
isa coal operator groans and hisses grected 
him and Chairman Rosewater moved the 
previous question. In spite of protests from 
Gen. Weaver and others the motion prevailed 
and Lloyd’s amendment Was defeated by a 
vote of 41 to 32. Donnelly’s amendment 
suffered the same fate and the committee's re- 
port was adopted. 3 

In supporting his resolution Mr. Donnelly 
declared that all protection of law should 
be withdrawn from unlawful combines 
and their property be confiscated. 
He said monopoly had reached into the con- 
vention. He attacked meinbers of the Penn- 
Sylvania delegation and induiged in remarks 
that created much laughter and applause. 

Dewitt of Pennsylvania admitted that the 
lot of the miners was hard, and declared that 
the cure for trusts would be found if the peo- 
ple were given free transportation. 

Tommy Morgan. who was a dele- 
gate, suggested that the radicals 
go off by themselves and let the ameliora- 
tion“ resolution people hold their don con- 
vention. .Curey of — vataia made a re- 
ply to Donnelly’s attack on the Pesnsy!vania 
delegation. and Hubbard of Illinois by per- 
mission read a resolution recommending that 
the government establish 3.000 government 
banks and loan money at 4 per cent to break 
up what he called the bank trust. Allen of 
Kansas also introduced a resolution recom- 
mending Legislatures to enact laws forfeiting 
the charters of domestic corporations that 
joined with trusts, and denying to foreign 
corporations so joined the comity existing be- 
tween States. 

Free Coinage Goes Through, 


Quinn of Montana offered the following 
resolution, which went through with a hurrah: 

Resolved, That this congress, opposing as it 
does the greatest of all trusts, the financial trust. 
demands a return to bimetallism in order that 


ver. 

Tawney of Minnesota made an energetic 
effort to have meinbers of the Anti-Trust As- 
sociation provided for in the resolutions 
named. He was reminded that nobody knew 
where the funds for it were to come from and 
got little attention. Finally, however, the 
pre siding officers, the Secretaries and the two 
Vice-Chairmen, were made temporary 
officers Of the association and the 
delegates were asked to send in the names of the 
representatives in the association when they got 
home. 

Mr. Donnelly announced that the radicals 
would meet at the Palmer House, and after a,. 
vote of thanks to Gov. Nelson and the other ofli- 
cers of the convention adjourned. 

The platform adopted, after reciting that com- 
binetions in restraint of trade have been declared 
unlawful by the courts, and that legislation is in- 
complete and laws are not enforced, declares 
Congress and the Legisiatures should enact new 
and more stringent laws and amend old ones 
looking to the complete extinction of 
unlawful combinations destroying com- 
pe tition in production or exchange. 
Yo make it unlawft] for any corporations to en- 
ter into any trust or combination, and work for- 
feiture of charter or corporate franchises.of do- 
mestic importations, and denying to foreign com- 
panies the right to transact business in any 
States. For stringent legislation and supervision 
to limit bonding of corporate property and issue 
of stoc The organization of the Anti-Trust As- 
sociation of the United States, consisting of 
three representatives from each State and Terri- 
tory.

What the Bolters Did. 

The radical“ delegates to the Anti-Trust 
convention, who were dissatisfied with the re- 
Eult of that convention, met last night at the 
Paliner House. Thirty delegates attended. 
Gen. J. B. Weaver was called to the chair 
and S. McLellan was made Secretary. The 
meeting was in’sessidn three hours, and com- 

leted its proceedings with little friction. 
He mry D. Lioyd’s resolutions, which 
were rejected in the morning convention, 
were adopted as the chief declaration. The 
resolutions were offered by Mrs. Stevens of 
Illinois, and with them Mr. Loyd’ S paper read 
in the morning. The paper was made the ad- 
dress of the convention. 

Hubbard of Illinois introduced his govern- 
ment bank resolution, but at Gen. Weaver's 
request withdrew it. A free silver resolution 
was passed and a letter was adopted to besent 
to President Warner of the Bi-Metallic 
League, asking him to calla meeting of the 
league at St. Louis to face the crisis created 
by the purpose of President Cleveland to 
call a special session of pe ge to reduce 
the currency to a single gold coinage stan- 
dard.’

of the insane. In conclusion Dr. Andrews 
said : 

While mentioning our efforts to improve the 
condition of our patients and employés we may 
be pardoned if we refer to a more personal mat- 
ter relative tothe status, of medical and other 
officials of our charitable institutions.’ Some- 
times these positions are regarded as party spoils 
and c hange s of officers are made when one or the 
other political party comes into wer. We then 
have the unscemly sight of striefly professional 
places being parceled put as the — for party 
service. Yoars spent jin building up these noble 
charities, reputation for scientific attainmersits, 
or for executive ability -which redound to the 
honor of a State, are of noavail against the 
clamor of the spoilsman, 

Wie need not, in fact, refer to the past because 
the present of the asylums of this State in which 
we dre now assembled furnishes an object lesson 
which may excite aur indignation and our sym- 
pathy. NoState has been better served in the 
adniinistration of its/‘asylums than the State of 
Illinois. Its superintendents have been men who 
devoted their lives to the specialty against whose 
integrity and ability the breath of suspicion has 
never blown, and yet they were removed at the 
behest of party leaders, because forsooth there 
ul been a change in the political complexion of 
the Executive and the Legislature. 

The welfare of the insane, the interests of the 
citizens, the honor of the commonwealth are all 
compromised. and deep injustice has been done 
to the faithful and competent officials by this up- 
heaval in the charitable institutions of this Sti ite, 
Not charges of corruption, incompetency, lack of 
administrative ability, or moral obliquity have 
been brought against them, and even offensive 
partisanship, the mildest of political excuses, is 
not urged in esé@nuation. 

In reviewing the situation, we may ask what 

can be done to preventthe repetition of such oe- 
currences. We reply by substituting the merit 
for the spoils system in making appointments, I 
fully believe that civil sérvice —— State care for 
the insane are within reach of all the States if 
they are deemed desirable and are demanded by 
those who have influence and determination. 
The subjects of the tenure of office of asylum su- 
perintendents and of civil service re ‘form deeply 
interest all the members of our association, and 
are com mended to your careful consideration and 
deliberate action.

Isenburg of Bremen, 


WILL USE THE GOLD RESERVE. 


Cleveland’s Words Taken to Mean That He 
Will Not Issue Bonds. 


Wasnineton, D. C., June 6.—The Star 
has this: | 

President Cleveland’s statement as to the time 
when he proposes to call Congress together, and 
the reasons which will lead him to do so, is clear- 
ly interpretable as indicating a determination on 
his part to continue using the gold.reserve to the 
extent necessary and not to issue Bonds. As in- 
dicated yesterday he desires that the full gravity 


of the situation should be apparent at the time 


of the meeting 


of Congress, so that the 
legislative branch 


of the government shall 
have the duty pressing upon ‘them to 
correct the laws protecting the finances. 
It is claimed for the admin’stration that there is 
no obligation to issue bonds at once to make up 
the deficiency in the gold reserve, and that that 
reserve may be used in the regular course of 
business. It is said that should it run as low as 
twenty-five or thirty, millions before any mone- 
tary legislation is had there will be no issue of 
bonds until expréssly authorized by Congress at 
alower interest than can be issued under the 
present law. The President desires Congress to

The motion to recon- 
sider was lost by a vote of 25 yeas to 2 nays, 
not having the necessary Majority. 

Senator Dunlap now obtained the floor and 
again presented the protest of last night, 
signed by. himself and Senator Coon, against 
the action_of the Senate inadvancing the ap- 
portionment bill. Senator Green moved to 
refer the protest back to the protesters for the 
reason that it was not couched in respectful 
language. 

Senator Dunlap insisted that the language 
of the, protest was respectful, and also that 
under the Constitution two members had the 
power to protest against any action of the 
Senate.

This is the bill in the passage of which the Re- 
publicans have declared all along they would 
not assist, and before. the roll was called on 
the passage of the bill Mr. Berry (Rep.) ob- 
tained the floor and said: ? 

Diy 
after day and during this entire afternoon that 
we have spent in the passage of appropriation 
bills there are Democrats sitting in their seats in 
this House who have refused to record themselves 
in favor of their own appropriation bills or 
against them.

St. Paul., Minn., June 6.—The delegates to 
the International) Reciprocity convention 
were slow in getting together this morning 
and it was 10:30 before Chairman Eustis 
rapped for order. Joseph Martin, a former 
member of the Canadian Parliament, was 
called to the platform and introduced to the 
convention. The Committee on Permanent 
Organization reported as follows:

Mr. Fisher returned thanks for the honor, 
but in view of his speech yesterday made no 
extended remarks. Secretary Maginnis read 
letters of regret from Gov. W. R. Russell of 
Massachusetts; Wilfred Laurier, Canadian 
Liberal Leader; Thomas W. Greenway, 
Premier of the Province of Manitoba; and 
Capt. Alexander McDougall of Duluth and 
Superior, the invehtor of the whaleback ” 
vessels. E. V. Smaliey, Chairman of the 
Committee. on Résolions, read the report, 
which was practically as follows:

Plat ſorm of the Convention. 


Inthe opinion of this convention the policy 
unanimously approved by the first International 
Reciprocity convention at Grand Forks, and now 
reaflirmed, of removing the tariff and restrictions 
upon our international trade so far as can 
done consistently with a due regard to the rev- 
enue requirements and.other interests of the two 
nations, may be most advantageously carried into 
effect by a treaty providing -for the free inter- 
change of those classes of the products, both nat- 
ural and industrial, of each one that are the most 
generally in demand or usually find the 
readiest sale in the markets of the 
Such a policy in the circumstances of the United 
States and Canada is capable of being applied to 
many Classes of industrial products as well as to 
natural products gétierally. It would result in 
giving to Canada a market now denied it for 
many classes of industrial products as well as to 
natural products generally. It would result in 
giving to Canada a market now denied it for 
much of its produce, with compensating advat- 
tages to the United States, and that without af- 
fecting a large part of-their respective customs 
revenues. 

The cheapest possible transportation is a 
matter of prime importance to the interests of 
the whole Northwest, Canadian as well as Amer- 
ican, and we favor the improvement of existin 
waterways and the construction of additiona 
channels of communication between the great 
lakes and the ocean of sufficient capacity ‘to 
allow a free passage of ocean vessels and which 
should be free of all tolls. 

Any reciprocity treaty between the United 
States and Canada should provide for the free 
and common use by the people of both countries 
of all canals now built or hereafter to be built, 
to facilitate commerce between the creat lakes 
and the ocean, and should also provide for free 
and open competition between the railway sys- 
tems of the two countries in order to reduce the 
cost of transportation from the interior to the 
seaboard to the lowest figures consistent with the 
efficiency and reasonable prosperity of the roads. 

In order to secure the desired results sought to 
be obtained by this convention a joint committee 
shall be appointed by the permanent Chairman 
of the convention consisting of ten members, five 
of them to be selected from the Dominion of 
(‘anada and five of them from the United States. 
It shall be the duty of this committee to take 
charge and prosecute this work after adjourn- 
ment of this convention by using such means as 
they may deem proper to bring the matter before 
the Dominion Parliament and the Canadian 
authorities and before the Congress of the 
United States and the American authorities and 

“before the people of the two courtries. 


Two Speeches for Reciprocity.

He saw no 
reason why the cOmmerce which now seeks 
an outlet at Baltimore, New York, and Boston 
should not be divided with Montreal: The 
improvement of the great continental water- 
way would, in his belief, probably make 
Montreal the largest shipping port on the con- 
tinent. If it were possible to build a ship 
canal to the Hudson it would never approach 
in effectiveness the natural highway by the 
lakes and the St. Lawrence if the netural way 
is improved, 3 

Dr. Orton, former member of the Canadian 
Parliament, J. A. Hayne of Minneapolis, and 
Mr. Hall of Brandon, Manitoba, spoke on the 
platform, and S. A. Thompson of Duluth 
spoke at length on deep waterways to the sea, 
on which subject he is one of the best posted 
men in the country. His address was followed 
by a brief discussion,jafter which the platform 


, was formally and unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Springer Addnesses a Mass-Meeting. 

In the evening a mass-meeting was held in 
the Auditorium, which was nearly filled by 
delegates and others, many of whom had been 
attracted by the presence of Congressman 
Springer, who delivered the chief address. 
During his speech he said: ; 

I would favor conferring the President of the 
United States:with authority to appoint an in- 
ternational commission on our part to treat with 
any like commission appointed by the Dominion 
of Canada forthe purpose of submitting to the 
respective governments a treaty of reciprocity 
embodying as far as possible the following pro- 
visions: 

First—A free exchange of the products of the 
soil, the forest, and the mines of the two coun- 
tries, and of the fisheries: of the Atlantic and on 
the inland waters. ; 

Second—-The free exchange of manufactured 
articles, the component parts of which have been 
produced in either country, are admitted free of 
duty iin both countries. 

Our exception should be noted, however—that 


-+-whiere articles are subject to internal taxes each 


country should impose a tariff equal to the in- 
ternal tax. Where miglit be some exceptions to 
these general rules whi¢h it is safe to submit te 
the judgment of an international commission. 
The necessities for revenue might require impor- 
tant modifications both as to substance and as to 
the time each provision should take effect. It 
might be important that a portion of the reduc- 
tion contemplated should go into effect at the 
end of each year for a few years. until all the ro- 
strictions or taxes will be removed. Such a treaty 
should continue until both parties to it should 
agree to abrogate it. 

After the provisions shall haye become in full 
force and effect and operation we may reasonably 
assume that the advantages which would accrue 
thereby to both countries wouki greatly stimu- 
late and promote the commerce between the two 
countries: would develop their growth and re- 
sources, and confer upon each the inestimable ad- 
vantages which have resulted from. perfect free 
trade between the States of our Union. With 
such object lessons before us there will be no 
fear of reactionary measures. If any restrictions 
should have been observed they will rapidly! dis- 
appear in the light of the advantages which 
would accrue and the enlightened: public seénti- 
ment upon the subject. Every new change would 
broaden and widen the system until there would 
be nothing left to reminil us of the folly of the 
past except the musty records of past Congresses 
and Parliaments.

Angry Crowd Objects to the Presénce of 
Smallpox Patients.

Dr. Boyd threatened to shoot 
any one who should touch his horse 


and drove through. Officer Daniels com- 
manded the crowd to go home, but most of 
them turnéd to the ambulance, stopped it, and 
told the driver there was a crowd of people in 
the trees in the yard and they would fire on him 
if hedruve in. He answered that he was sent 
to take the patients to the house, and take. 
them there he would. The crowd threw sticks 
and clubs at the ambulance, when Bertrand 
tired his revolver and they dispersed. They 
later threatened to burn the pest-house, and it 
is now under police protection.

COMPLETE TEXT OF THE COMPACT, 


Wasuineatoy, D. C., June 6.—{Special.]—- 
The much-controverted Russian extradition 
treaty is now the law of the land. The President 
has proclaimed it, and this makes it law. 
More than six years have elapsed since the 
treaty was negotiated by Secretary. Bayard. 
It then contained provisions which were 
deemed by many incompatible with the prin- 
ciples always maintained by the- United. States 
in regard to political offenses and the treaty 
was not ratified. During the last administra- 
tiorr Secretary John W. Foster secured from 
the Russian Government modifications which 
did away with most of the objections and the 
treaty was ratified, though not without oppo- 
sition. Since the ratification there has been a 
strong agitation against the treaty’ on the 
ground that under the Russian system of juris- 
prudence its provisions would be made the 
agency of all manner of injustice on the part 
of the Czar’s government. Nevertheless the 
general trend of sentiment has been in favor 
of giving the treaty atrial. Following is the 
treaty: 

Art. 1. The high contracting parties reciprocal- 
ly agree to surrender to each other, upon mutual

Few rerabwseMitndra w Their Deposits 


and the Condition of None of the Insti- 
tutions Is in anv Way Affected—How 
People Were Received at the Leading 
Savings Institutions=There Will Be a 
Statement of the Schaffner Bank Soon— 
Effect on the Retail Trade. 
Distinct improvement marked the financial 
‘ gituation yesterday. There were a good many 
suvings dépesitors who were still alarmed 
about the condition of affairs, and were 
ahxious to withitraw their sthall hoards, but 
the alarm extended no further“ In the com- 
njercial departments of all jhe banks there 
was nothing going on out of fie routine order 
of affairs. At many institutions there was 
decided increas¢ in deposits and this was the 
case again at some of the banks where there 
were the most pronounced demands from the 
suvings depositors. 

The most sensitive barometedrof the finan- 
cial. condition, the stock inarket, showed 
marked improvement. Thee was an ex- 
traordinary amount of investment buying for 
both large and small investors, and quotations 

‘advanced for nearly everything on the list. 
Not the slightest alarm’ wag to be found 
among business men generally and 
it was hard to understand why 
the. savings depositors continued to 
show lack of cpnfidence. There was enor- 
mious buying of investment securities 2 
by people who would take two hr three shares 
of stock or a $100 bond. The street railways 
were the. favorite stocks. Invéatment buying 
of West Chicago Street railroad.stock aggre- 


gated 252.000 „ and of North Chicago Street 


railway stock more than $172,000. Prices 
advanced under the stimulus of such good 
buying. West Side quotations advanced from 
139 to 143 and North Side went up from 180 
to 182. Lobdell, Farwell & Co. issued no- 
tice advising the purchase of stocks and 
bunds, offering to take in payment pass-books 
on the leading savings banks. 

Notices were posted at the offices of P. D. 
Armour & Co. yesterday and at the- Stock- 
Yards that the tirm would guarantee all ac- 
counts of the Illinois Trust and Savings com- 
pany. - Several persons called at the office and 
in some cases received cash, while in others 
they did not fant it but took the firm’s guar- 
uit oe. . : 

The runs at the various savings banks 
started in yesterday morning about where 
they left off Monday. Before the day was 
over, however, there was decided progress 
toward returning confidence. Thé crowds of 
depositors about the savings bank windows 
grew smaller and at some places disappeared 
altogether. The Bank of Commerce com- 
pletely triumphed over the fears of its de- 

itors and when the bank closed at the regu- 
ar hour there was not a. waiting depositor 
and every demand had been met fully and 
promptly. Toward the close of. the business 
day the crowd was no larger than usual: ona 
busy day and business seemed to have fallen 
into its regular channel once more. The gen- 
erul feeling expressed was that the bank would 
be-benefited rather than hurt by the run. P 

Much Easier Feeling Prevails. 

At the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank there 
seemed to be an easier feeling generally. The 
crowd of waiting depositors was ‘smaller than 
the day before, and no impatience was man- 
ifested® The officials of the bank were un- 
ruffid and a fe¢ling of genuihe confidence

The 
plan upon which the pickpockets are working 
is Obvious, and consists” of working into the 
crowd of depositors who have drawn their 
money and catching anything in sight. 


MORE MONEY IN CIRCULATION, 
Retail Houses Say the Sales of the Last 
Few Days Have Been Heavy. 

The numerous withdrawals of deposits in 
savings banks have had the effect of putting a 
good deal of money in circulation, and has 
thereby. stimulated the trade of retail houses 
to some extent. In no case have storekeepers 
complained of any diminution of their sales, 
and some think they have been doing better 
than usual since the run on the banks com- 
menced. The James H. Walker & Co. man- 
agers do not think their sales were injurious- 
ly affected by the panic. Their store was 
crowded Monday throughout the day, and on 
three occasions they had to lock the street 
doors to give their clerks a chance to satisfy 
the wants of those already inside. The com- 
pany had offered to take certified checks on 
the threatened banks or certificates of de- 
posit, but did little business on that basis, as 
depositors found it as easy to get cash as cer- 
tificates. ‘ 

At the Fair a heavy business was done Mon- 
day, and as good yesterday. No department 
was affected particularly, as all were well 
patronized. The Leader has no cause to com- 
plain of the panic. At this time the manager 


‘said a good business was to be expected, but 
Monday and yesterday there certainly was a 


crush, and all the clerks were kept going 
busily. 

Alexander Revell & Co. admitted having 
taken in more cash Monday than on any pre- 
vious day since they were in business. Money 
rolled in all the day and crowds of purchasers 
continued arriving to the hour of closing. 

Siege!, Cooper & Co say they are doing good 
trade in all departments. In fact, they never 
did better. They cannot understand why 
there should be panic among the depositors 
in banks of such stability, but whatever harm 
it may have done in other respects it has cer- 
tainly put more money into circulation. 

Speaking generally all retail houses report 
business no worse even when they do not con- 
sider it stimulated by the unusual abundance 
of ready money. Messrs. Lyon & Healy do 
not look to times pdf depression or alarm for 
increased sales. Their local sdles have not 
been affected by recent events, but they think 
that money is coming in exceptionally well on 
installmenf notes at present and they remark 
that great numbers of crisp, new bills, pos- 
sibly from the savings banks, have reached 


their hands during the last two days. 


No National Banks Affected.

MEDICAL CONVENTION AT MILWAUKEE. 
— f 
National Quarantine Laws Strongly Urged 
by the Members. 

MiLwavukeE, Wis., June 6.—[Special.}— 
Fully 1,200 doctors from all sections of the 
country were present in the Academy of 
Musie this morning at the 6pening session of 
the forty-eighth annual conventicn of the 
American Medical Association. The 
and reserved seats were occupied by ladies, 
while among the distinguished giiests on the 
stage were Gov. Peck, Congressman Somers, 
of London, After the 
convention had been formally dpened with 
prayer addresses of welcome were made on 
behalf of the State by Gov. Peck and on be- 
half of the city by ex-Mayor Somers. 
Wingate of Milwaukee, on. behalf of 
the Committee on Arrangements, then pre- 
sented to Dr. McGuire, President of the asso- 
ciation, a handsome gavel. Dr. McGuire 
kindly acknowledged the receipt and then de- 
liyered his annual address, in which he said 
the prime objeet of the doctors was the study 
of the origin of disease, the immediate occa- 
sion of its outbreak with the means of ‘:preven- 
tion, and the best method of loosening its 
malignant hold. 

Under the head of quarantines he referred 
to the cholera as one of the most important 
questions of the day. He spoke of its appear- 
aece last year aud traced it from its origin to 
the shores of America. Municipal quaran- 
tines, he thought, could not be —— up- 
on, and spoke of the good that could be ac- 
complished by a national board of health. 

secretary Atkinson presented the report of 
the Treasurer. There was a balance in the 
Treasury June 30 ‘of $5,844.78. Mr. Atkin- 
sou fhen presented his report as Secretary. 
The special committee appointed to petition 
Congress to create a department and a secre- 
tary of public health reported. The commit- 
tee was given a full hearing by the 
Congressional committee.

This afternoon the vdrious sections of the 
association began their meetings for the read- 
ing of papers and discussions. This evening

At the morning session Dr. N. S. Davis of 
Chicago contributed a paper on the results of 
scientific investigations concerning the @ffects 
of alcoho! on the div ing human systern. 

Dr. A. Forel of Switzerland had sent a 
paper, read by Aaron Powell, on the effect of 
alcoholic intoxication on the human brain 
and its relation to the theories of herediify and 
evolution. 

B. R. Jewell of New Hampshire tead a 
paper written by J. B. Dunn, D. D., discuss- 
ing the question, Are beer and light) wines 
to be encouréged as against the strongbr dis- 
tilled liquors?” Dr. Dunn considered beer 
as bad if not worse in its far-reaching {fects 
than distilled liquors because of its prevailing 
impurity. 1 

How to Obtain Prohibition. 
The discussion on legislation was started by 


ethe Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson in his address 


on principle and method in temperanite re- 
form. He said that principle must alwaysiétand 
although methods changed. He enumerated 
various methods for gaining prohibition, He 
said that progress on that line must come by 
concessions by prohibitionists without com- 
promise of principle. The object was to rapt- 
ure as much territory from the salobn as 
possible, aiming at the repression of nothing 
but the open bar. Prohibitionists mußt for 
the time being give up trying to suppre#s the 
manufacture of liquor. It was notin point 
to press liquor drinking as a sin in itself. 

Mrs. Mary A; Livermore in an address fol- 
lowing approved Dr. Johnson’s remarks. She 
thought his panucea would be securéd if 
women were allowed to vote. She said: 

Women are powerless to repeal 
sanction and protect the traffic in alcoholic dtimks 
and to enact others which will surround their 
homés with safeguards and save the land from 
ruin. Women are the greatest sutferers from 
strong drink. but to redress is afforded them. 
[lliterate foreign peasants who can neitlier bead. 
write, nor understand the English languag® are 
marshaled to the polls by tens of thousands to 
cast their votes in favor of the saloon. Theself- 
governed Christian, cultivated women of the 
land, its wives and mothers, are denied the Fight 
to vote in settlement of this question. 

An address by the Rev. Joseph Cook of Bos- 
ton was listened to. A letter from the Rev. 
Dr. P. 8. Henson was read saying thai he 
could- not conscientiously appear on the plat- 
form of the congress and deliver an address 
according to the program because the Baptist 
church had withdrawn from participation on 
account of the Sunday-opening issue. | 

Temperance in the Schools.

The Bicycle Said to Have Been First Used 
by a Young French Physician in 1666. 
Cincinnati Star: The popular belief is 

that the bicycle is a modern invention, when 

in fact it really dates back.to the seventeenth 
century, said Dr. T. C. Minor. I learned 
this one day when I was making some transla- 
trons from the Journal de Medicine de Paris. 

Ozaram in 1694 in his Mathematical and 

Physical Recreations,’ tells of a carriage, as 

he calls it, ‘in which one can ride without the 

use of horses.’ And then he goes on to tell of 


‘how a lackey sits at the back, makes it run by 


‘walking alternately with his two feet by 
means of ‘two small wheels concealed ina 
case just between the wheels behind and at- 
tached to the axle ofthe carriage.’ This was 
the principle of theſveloeipede, so much im- 
proved since then. But the priority of the 
discovery of the bicycle I believeto be es- 
tablished without further argument or 
dispute; It was by à physician, Eli Richard, 
a young physician of Rochelle, France, who 
made the first machine after which our mod- 
ern bieycle is patterned. He was a medical 
student in Paris in 1666 atid became one of 
the great physicians of France. : He died at 
the age, of 61 at Rochelle in 1706, and there 
isastreet in Rochelle named for him, and 
there is now a movement on foot to erect a 
bronze statue, not to Michaud, who it is 
claimed was the discoverer of the bicycle, but 
to the true discoverer, Dr. Eli Richard.”

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GRANT LOQOMOTIVE WORKS FORCED 
TO MAKE AN ASSIGNMENT.

Officers of the Company Say That the Cause 
for the Failure Is to Be Attributed to 
the Actions of the Workmen, Combined 
with Too Heavy Investments in Plant 
and MaterialeStringency in the Money 
Market Forces the Concern to As- 


sign. . 
The Grant Locomotive Works made an as- 
signment in the County Court yesterday aft- 
ernoon in favor of A. K. Ackerman and J. H. 
Wilson. The concern was one of the largest 
manufacturing enterprises in the West, and 
its failure was not in the least anticipated. 
Its creditors are c@nfined to the usual trade 
people, and the amount of indebtedness to 
any one particular company is not large. 
Among the ¢rediiors holding the largest 
claims are the French Spring company of 
Pittsburg and the Otis Steel company of 
Cleveland. 

The liabilities of the company in total fare 
$410,950.36,.$200,000 of which is a mort- 
gage in favor of the trustees, and has precedence 
over the refnainder of the claims. It was ex- 
ecuted prior to the issuing of the notes con- 
stituting the remaining indebtedness. It 
having been satisfied the other amounts will 
be settled in accordance with the company’s 
resources. The aggregate assets as conserva- 
tively presented are:

The company’s office is located in the Home 
Insurance Building, La Salle street. The 
officers are: W.H. Fenner, President; W.

The cause of the assignment, as stated by 
Mr. Wilson, one of the assignees, is that the 
company had recently.invested too heavily in 
materials. A large sum had also been put in 
the plant to imcrease the manufacturing facil- 
ities, and in this way a large portion of the 
company's capital had been rendered inactive. 
The strike had prevented it from getting out 
its locomotives in time to fulfill existing con- 
tracts; the strimgency of the money market 
made discounts at the local banks impractica- 
ble to the extent necessary for the successful 
management gf the company’s business.

The strike which has proved so disastrous to 
the Grant works was ordered by the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists. At one time 
1.800 men were employed at the plant, but 
of late only 600 could be secured, This lim- 
ited force retarded the company’s work and 
its assigumentiis the result. Fifty-five engines 
for the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road 
are now nearing completion at the works. 
They will be finished and the extensive busi- 
ness continued under the management of the 
assignees. =: 

Mr. Wilson said to a reporter fof Tue 
TRIBUNE yesterday afternoon: The com- 
pany s resources are ample to cover all in- 
debtedness. The stockholders, laboring under 
the disadvantages of the strike, realized that 
it Was impossible to raise the money needed 
and concludedſthat an assignment was advis- 
able. There is no danger of a single creditor 
losing a cent.“ 

Some of the stockholders, it is learned, ad- 
vocated an increase of stock in lieu of the 
assignment, but it did not meet with the con- 
currence of the majority. 5

FREE PUBLIC BATHS ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Municipal Order League Meets and Decides 
to Extend the Work. 

The Municipal Order League at the Clifton 
House yesterday afternoon considered the 
matter of free public baths. Dr. Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson, who has charge of the mat- 
ter for the North Side, reported funds enough 
on hand to ruh for one week or longer the 
bath-house which was operated last summer at 
the foot of Chicagoavenue. She was instructed 
to have the bath, opened as soon as practicable. 
Dr. Gertrude Wellington, who, in company 
with Miss Jane Addams, has agitated the mat- 
ter calling for a free bath-house for the West 
side, made a formal report of what had been 
done. It is proposed to use $7,000 
of the appropriation of $12,000 made 
by the Council for the West Side 
house, Dr. Wellington advised the 
use of galvanized iron in the construction of 
the cell for the shower baths. with mosaic 
floors and constructive features with a view 
toward attractiveness, and proposed that the 
bath be christened the Harrison Bath.” It 
would be ready for use, she said, by Aug. 1. 
The report wasidiscussed and it was decided 
to recommend to Dr. Reynolds, the Comimis- 
sioner of Health, that there be provided twen- 
ty-four shower baths and as cen a tank as 
the builing would permit. 

The members pf the league desire to call 
the attention of the city authorities to the fact 
that * little drinking fountains which were 
placed at many) street corners during last 
summer and proved so useful during the hot 
weather have not yet been put in service and 
that some of them are out of repair.

URGE CLEVELAND ro HIS DECLARATION 


New York. Banker Friends of the Presi- 
dent Urge the Money Manifesto. 

New Lokk, June 6.—[Special,]—The state- 

ment issued by President Cleveland this 

morning through the medium of the Press 

Association is believed here to be due to the 


cate in some way whether the administration 
is going on in its present vacillating and ten- 
tative policy or whether it proposes to seek 
from Congress such legislation as will at least 
give certainty if not relief to the financial sit- 
uation. | | 

The President has been in close touch with 
same of the ablest bankers -and financiers of 
the country. not by personal interviews 80 
largely as through correspondence, and the 
representations’ of those who Mr. Cleveland 
knows are near to these bankers. The infor- 
mation which the President has received for 


| the last four weeks has been to the effect that 


the present uncertainty and above all the 
curiously hesitating and bewildering man- 
agement of the Treasury Department 
have contributed perhaps more than any 
other single cause has to that lack of conti- 
dence which has resulted in the tying up of 
money, curtailment of loans, and the em- 
barrassment of business. It was represented 
to Mr. Cleveland that it it should be definitely 
known that he proposed to call Congress in 
extraordinary session and to submit to that 
body when convened a message calling atten- 
tion to the business distress throughout the 
country and declaring that legislation on the 
part of Congress ean put an end to it, the very 
fact that such step would be taken by him 
would do à good deal towards staying the 
spread of distrust. In this city Mr., Cleveland 


has had two or three intimate frieads who are. 


closely connected with what is called Wall 
street banking. Two of them are Presidents 
of large and influential banking concerns on 
Wall street and in the opinions of these men 
Mr. Cieveland has expressed the greatest con- 
fidence, I understand that they have been in 
constant correspondence with him. 

It has been announced from Washington 
that the recent report that Mr. Carlisle had in 
consideration the issuing of legal tenders or 
greenbacks for the purpose of buying gold 
was made public without the slightest author- 
ity and that. the Treasury Department had no 


idea of adhpting such a measure to replenish - 


its gold, Nevertheless the report reached here 
through private information and from a di- 
rection which seemed so authoritative that 
these local bankers who are friendly to Mr. 
Cleveland felt called upon to protest, saying 
that such action would be even worse than the 
discrimination against gold which Mr. Carlisle 
contemplated a few weeks ago. 

I have talked with a score or more of our 
local bankers today and find that the opinion 
is unanimous among them that Mr. Cleveland 
must perhaps before the coming session of 
Congress issue coin bonds in order to protect 
the gold reserves. The issuance of these 
bonds, it is believed, would impress upon the 
silver element of Congress the absolute neces- 
sity of repealing the Sherman law, because 
there would really be no limit to the issue 80 
long as gold is used to buy silver bullion 
under the operation of this Sherman law. 

When Secretary Lamont was here, in a cau- 
tious way characteristic of him he intimated 
an opinion that the friends of silver in the 
Far West and Southwest had -already received 
such an object lesson and would be so greatly 
influenced by the bankers in these sections 
that when they met in extraordinary session 
they will do so with greatly modified views 
and be quite prepared to repeal the Sherman 
law, even if they are unable to pass any bill 
which would be even reluctantly accepted as a 
substitute for the Sherman law. . ; 

One of the closest friends Mr. Cleveland 
has in the city said today: 1 think the an- 
nounceaent which Mr. Cleveland made in the 
shape of an informal proclamation of his pur- 
pose to call an extra session of Congress early 
in September is due largely to the financial 
pressure Which has been brought to bear upon 
him, notionly from N2w York but from other 
parts of the country. Every one knows here 
that Mr. (Cleveland is compelled to rely upon 
the opinions of others for his own determina- 
tion of the financial problem. Mr. Cleveland 
is nota financier, has no acquaintance with 
‘financial methods, although I think his views 
in general are very sound. He has waited 
thus far in order that he might obtain the best 
opinion and act in accordance with it. It is 
suspected here that he has been somewhat dis- 
appointed in Mr. Carlisle. 

One of the comments most heard here to- 
day has been in connection with the intima- 
tion contained in Mr. Cleveland's informal 
proclamation that the first thing that must be 
considered by the legislative body is the 
finantes, 


Some weeks ago I reported on undoubted 


authority that Mr. Cleveland had since his in- 
auguration and these revelations of financial 
distress greatly changed his views so that it

gress could not wisely legislate upon the tar- 
iff until it had first made certain by legisla- 
tive enactments what the the financial policy 
of the government was to be.

BIG IRRIGATION SCHEME. 


Millions of Acres of Land in Southern 
Arizona Will Be Reclaimed. i 

Yuma, Ari., May 27.— Hard ly has the South 
Gila Canal company commenced the great 
work of damming the Gila River and building 
a canal 125 miles in length through one of 
the best portions of Arizona, and before the 
Sonora Canal company has completed the 
survey for its canal in California, when an- 
other projet of the utmost importance to 
Yuma and the great area of arable land lying 
to the south and east of Yuma, in Arizona, 
and the Mexican State of Sonora, is in- 
auguratea. 8 

The plan is to dam the Gila ‘River at the 
gorge, twelve miles east of Yuma, and create 
areservoirthirty miles in length and eight 
miles in width. The dam, which will be of 
solid masonry, is to be 4,500 feet in length 
and 110 feet high, It will extend from the 
mountains pn one side of the Gila to the op- 
posite bank on a reef of bed rock where 
three small islands rise out of the bed of the 
stream. These islands will form abutments 
to the dam, which will be built with such a 
slope.as will carry the water away from the 
dam without cutting or wearing away the 
rock at its base. 

The flume, or canal, which will conduct the 
water away from this reservoir to the lands to 
be irrigated will not be over a mile in 
length. From the end of the flume to the 
south and west canals will be constructed 
over the mesa and valley lands in different 
directions hen the lands, which all be- 
long N the United States Government, are 
settled. 

The reservoir, it is estimated, will hold 
water enough to irrigate the 3,500,000 acres 
of land lying to the east and south of Yuma, 
which extends into the Mexican State of So- 
nora, and will also furnish water for 100.000 
acres of the Sonora Land company, lying be- 
tween the dam and the Colorado River, in the 
Valley of the Gila. : 

It is estimated that the dam alone will cost 
$5,000,000, and that it will take two years to 
complete it. An abundance of good rock is at 
hand in the mountains adjoining the dam 
site. This project, one of the most important 
ever started in Arizona, was originated by 
George M. Norton, an engineer of high 
standing, who was formerly with the Southern 
Pacific company. The surveys are being 
made by G. W. Richards, a well-known en- 
gineer, formerly with the same company.

VISITORS MAY RIDE ON THE CRANES. 


Birdseye View of Machinery Hall to Be

all installed. Great Britain is behindhand 
and the exhibits of Spain and Italy have not 
yet arrived.

Not 
alone because a red-hot sun mercilessly heated 
the New Bedford air; not because hot con- 
finement in the court-room was unusually 
long, quite the contrary; not alone because 
for the third time she heard the harrowing 
story of the terrible tragedy; although each 
ot these entered asa factor into the condi- 
tions of the day, but because her already over- 
wrought nervous system touched its limit, 
‘and when with adroit compleisance Di 
Attorney Moody carelessly threw her blue 
frock on the table her quick eye caught sight 
of the tissue paper covered skulls of her father 
and mother. That settled her, and, without 
fuss or demonstration of any sort or kind, 
she fell into a faint which lasted several min- 
utes, sending a thrill of excitément through 
the awe-stricken spectators and causing un- 
feigned embarrassment and discomfiture to 
penetrate the ranks of the counsel.

OLEVELAND’S IMMEDIATE DUTY. 

The President says he will call an extra ses- 
sion of Congress between the Ist and 15th of 
September unless unexpected contingencies 
necessitate an earlier meeting. In the mean- 
while he calls for ‘calmness and coolness in 
financial circles and study and reflection 
among our people.” This is too much like 
crying Peace, peace, when there is no 
peace.” It is an error on the part of the Pres- 
ident to wait for unexpected contingencies.”’ 
It is his duty to call Congress together now to 
avert contingencies the happening of which 
he ought to be able to foresee. 

Instead of putting off the meeting of’ Con- 
gress to so distant a date he should call it to- 
gether now to deal with urgent financial prob- 
lems before irreparable mischief is done, 
Otherwise the first thing Mr. Cleveland knows 
there will bearush on the Treasury to get 
out all the gold there is init. The stock of 
the yellow metal will be cleaned out to the 
last eagle, and then the country will be hurled 
into the financial abyss of a depreciated cur- 
rency—will find itself on a 60-cent dollar 

That will intensify tenfold whatever 
c there may be at the time, and will 
spread ruin over the land. 

This is no time to moralize. What Mr. 
Cleveland should do is to address himself to 
Congress rather than the people, to call the 
former together and advise it to repeal the 
Sherman law, and end the monthly purchases 
of silver under it, and to provide for utilizing 
the four hundred millions of idle silver in 
bullion in the redemption of silver obligations 
issued against ‘tin the manner proposed by 
the late Secretary Windom. That is, to pay 
out a gold dollar’s worth of silver in redemp- 


tion of such dollar note issued for the purchase 


of silver. This simple and honest method 
will relieve instantly the strain on the gold 
reserves by reinforcing the Treasury’s power 
of coin redemption of its notes by nearly four 


hundred millions of dollars. What are now 


dead assets will become live ones and all 
fortus of silver paper money can be redeemed 
at their full value. : 

When that is done we shall have bimetal- 
lism.in actual practice instead of delusive 
theory. Asa further consequence confidence 
will be restored quickly in banking and busi- 
ness circles. Europeans holding American 


| certificates will no longer be alarmed by the 


possibility that they may be paid in 60-cent 
silver dollars and therefore will be in no 
hurry to send their bonds and stocks here for 
sale. Until that is done the country will con- 
tinue to be vexed and tormented, as it has 
been for months, and the situation will grow 
worse daily. 

Affairs will not mend till the silver blunder 
is corrected, and the first step towards its cor- 
rection is caliing an extra session of Congress, 
not lecturing the country on the necessity and 
importance of caution, coolness, and calm- 
ness; to avoid a calamity bringing suffering 
to every’ humble home.“ That which is 
needed is confidence that cannot be restored 
by Presidential entreaties so long as existing 
financial conditions continue. The vast store 
of idle silver must be utilized at its commer- 
cial value in the redemption of paper issued 
against it.

THE MIDLAND ELEVATED URDINANCE. 

The new Council, treading in the footsteps 
of its predecessors, passed Monday night the 
Midland Elevated railroad ordinance, after 
amending it so as to cut out the right to build 
branch lines on certain routes which have 
been given to the Lake street road. It was 
not so amended, however, as to require the 
company to pay any percentage of its gross 
All the latter will receive 
will be a license fee of $50 per car and a 
nominal yearly rental on account of the tun- 
nel it is proposed to build under the business 
district. 

Why successive Councils should insist on 
passing this ordinance is a mystery. Other 
and better measures have failed where this 
one has had smooth sailing. Even when no 
oné knew the name of a solitary person con- 
nected with the scheme the “Aldermen could 
not be dissuaded from passing it. What was 
the influence which has been so potent with 
the Council and caused it to be so eager to 
grant such extensive privileges without con- 
sideration? Are the Aldermen recklessly 
prodigal without a motive or are they think- 
ing of themselves rather than thecity? . 

When they learned, as they did a few days 
ago, the names of the persons working for this 
ordinance they should have dropped it like a 
hot coal. For they are the individuals to 
whom the Equitable Gas franchise was given 
yearsago. That ordinance was passed pro- 
fessedly “for the benefit of the people to 
give them cheap gas. No gas was made and 
the franchise was bought up by the old com- 
panies. It was meant from the outset that 
they should buy it for enongh to repay the 
promoters for their trouble, Railroad fran-- 
chises conferred on such persons are not like- 
ly to do the community much good, though 


they may put money in the pockets of private 
individuals.

The banks are sound. There is not the 
least room to doubt it. They have abundant 
resources and their officers have been prepar- 
ing for two or three months past to meet just 
such a pressure as has been brought to bear on 
them this week. 
it is better to recognize this as a fact now 
than to have to acknowledge it after further 
futile effort to exhaust their reserves. The 
official statements made May 4 by the na- 
tional banks. of this city.and April 10 by the 


State banks prove this beyond the possibility 


of cavil, and the more intelligent people who 
have studied those reports are convinced of 
the fact. Hence there has been no rush by 
business-men, either from the manwfacturing 
or mercantile classes. These have left their 
bank deposits untouched except as it was nedc- 
essary to draw on them in the course of trade. 
Those who have demanded their money be- 
long to the smaller class of depositors, most 
of whom have no knowledge of the condi- 
tions, but simply join in rush because 
they see others doing it, acting with no more 
reason than do the individual members of a 
flock of sheep. . 

The better informed people, who know the 
facts of the situation and the utter absence of 
cause for alarm, have done but a part of their 
duty in holding aloof from the rush if they 
have not also exerted whatever influence they 


may have with those who joined the crowds , 


around the savings banks because ignorant of 
the truth, They are not guiltless if they have 
aliowed any poor depositor to withdraw his 
or her money and thereby lose five months’ 
interest, besides jeopardizing the principal, 
if such action could have been prevented 
by a few words of friendly information and 
counsel. 

It is estimated that in the two days about 
4,000 depositors have withdrawn samething 
like $1,500,000, on which they lose $25,000 
in the shape of interest. As the total deposits 
at the beginning of last month amounted to 
about $18,000,000, in 55,000 individual ac- 
counts, it is easy to see that about 9 per cent 
of the accounts has been withdrawn. At 
this rate it would take nearly a month of con- 
tinuous run to exhaust the savings banks, and 
long before the end of that time they could 
realize on the most dilatory of their securi- 
ties, if reduced to the necessity of taking that 
course. But they will not be thus pushed. If 
the rest of the depositors should keep 
up the senseless rush, which is not 
possible, the banks would be abundantly 
fortified by their stockholders, who have a 
personal pride as well as a legal responsibility 
in making good the savings of the toilers who 
have intrusted to their care the spare funds 
laid by in driblets from the proceeds of their 
labor. So the depositors who have hot yet 
yielded to counsel from their fears need not 
be alarmed. They have no occasion for 
anxiety. Their money is safe, far safer than 
it would be in their individual keeping, be- 
sides which it is drawing interest and thus 
steadily augmenting in amount while in the 
bank instead of being reduced by need less ex- 
penditures, to which there is always a tempta- 
tion with one who is “‘ flush of money. The 
indications yesterday afternoon were that the 
rush is over, the scared ones recovering their 
equanimity on discovering that there has been 
no real cause for alarm. 


THE FINEST EXHIBIT AT JACKSON PARK. 


The New York Evening Post relates that an 


English correspondent who spent several weeks 
at the World's Fair said to a friend on the eve 
of his departure for Europe a few days ago: 
No such exposition ever has been seen be- 
fore or is likely ever to be seen again, for no 
nation [he might more truly have said ‘ city ’’] 
will ever again make so enormous an outlay. 
It is impossible to describe it, for it baffles 
description by its extent and its phenomenal 
beauty. No pictures and no descriptions can 
convey even an approximate idea of the mar- 
velous architectural beauty of its buildings 
or the charm of their situation and surrdund- 
ings. The English correspondent alluded to 
reéchoes the report that is brought away by 
every person of observation and artistic taste, 
whether American or European, who has geen 
the Fair—namely: that it excels all other ex- 
positions in the variety, beauty, and imposing 
appearance of the buildings and their sur- 
roundings.

NO MORE LYNCHINGS IN ILLINOIS. 

The murder bya mob in the supposedly 
peaceful and law-abiding City of Decatur of a 
man who was in the custody and therefore un- 
der the protection of the civil authorities has 
caused Gov, Altgeld to issue a proclamation 
calling— 

Upon all officers of the law, and especially of 
Macon County, as well as on all good citizens 
who respect law and cherish the honor of this 
State, to do all in their power to bring the 
leaders of this great crime to justice. I 
hereby offer a reward of two hundred dol- 
lars ($200) each for the apprehension and 
conviction of every man who helped to break the 
doors of the jail, overpower the officers, and 
rene 09 the prisoner, or who assisted in killing 


This is prompt ahd proper action on his 
part, and he should and doubtless, will see to 
it that the local officers do their duty no mat- 
ter who is hurt thereby. The State of Tilinois 
cannot afford to allow this lynching disease 
to take root here, thus causing this Common- 
wealth to be numbered among those turbulent 
and disorganized ones where the orderly ad- 
ministration of justice by the officers of the 


law has been replaced by mob rule, 


This State has been measurably free from 
lynchings. There was not one in 1890. The 
following year, however, a man’s life was 
taken by the Whitecaps in Marshall County, 
and last year a man charged with, and doubt- 
less guilty of, murder was killed by a mob at 
Cairo, a town witha rough floating popula- 
tion where such an infraction of law perhaps 
might be expected. Butit was not to be ex- 
pected that a body of Macon County farmers 
would be so regardless of law as to take its 
administration into their own hands, or that 
the inhabitants of a place like Decatur would 
permit their city to be invaded, the jail to be 
broken open, and a man taken from it and 
hanged under circumstances of revolting bru- 
tality while they stood by gaping. 

It is quite probable that the man who was 
lynched was guilty of the crime with which he 
was charged, but if constitutions and laws are 
worth anything he was as much entitled to a 
fair trial as if his guilt were a matter of mere 
surmise. For if men are allowed to lynch 
those whose guilt is certain it is not long be- 
fore they are hanging on suspicion, The Gov- 
ernor does not use any too strong language 
when he says: 


I hereby denounce this cowardly and diabolic- 
al act as not only a murder under our laws, but a 
disgrace to our civilization and a blot upon the 
fair fame of our State. The prisoner was ac- 
cused of the crime of rape, but stoutly protested 
his innocence. He was already in the custody of 
the law, and no matter with what crime he was 
charged, and no matter whether he was guilty or 


innocent, he was entitled to à trial, a fair trial, 


according to law. It must never be said that the 

laws of our great and proud State do not afford 

a to all, without regard to chlor or con- 
on. 


The first fatal duel in this State was fol- 
lowed by the hanging of the survivor. That 
put an end to dueling in Illinois, The only 
way tostop lynching is to punish lynchers. 
When people are made to understand that it 
is dangerous for them to take the law into 
their own hands they will cease doing so. If 
they see others breaking into jails and hang- 
ing men with impunity they will let their feel- 
ings get away with them whenever a crime is 
committed in their neighborhoods and tram- 
ple every principle of sound govertiment un- 
der foot. For the sake of the honor of the 
State and the preservation of good govern- 
ment these Macon County murderers should 
be punished for their erime, and the citizens 
of Decatur, ashamed of their supineness, 
should do all they can to free their city of the 
disgrace which they bate allowed to come 
upon it.

But if the 
bill which the Democrats are trying to force 
through had been the law in 1892 that party, 
although in a minority of 6,800 outside of 
Cook, would have secured fifty-eight of the 
108 members given to those counties under 
a new apportionment. That is the kind of 
apportionment which the Republicans are re- 
sisting and they are justified in doing so, 
using all the devices of obstruction which they 
can employ for the purpose. The law of 1881 
‘was an exceedingly fair and non-partisan one 
when passed, It would be so today were it 
not for the enormous increase of population 
of Cook County. But in the outside counties 
where there have been no great changes in 
population the present apportionment is per- 
fectly fair, except, of course, that too many 
members are given to the country. If the 
Democrats will present a bill suited to the 
present distribution of population which isas 
non-partisan as that of 1881 the Republicans 
will vote for it.

Like a 
flock of sheep, each member of which awaits its 
turn to get through a break in the fence, with-

other side, they wanted theirmoney. After it 
was in hand they did not know what to do 
with it. Some had their pockets picked be- 
fore emerging from the crowd. Others took 
the money home only to be oppressed with 
fears of burglars or fire, and a few were suffi- 
ciéntly sensible to ask permission to redeposit 
the cash before leaving the bank premises. 
Some of them took the money to other banks, 
which are not a whit safer than those from 
which it was drawn, and the rest did not know 
what todo. The whole movement was noth- 
ing more or less than a foolish scare, without 
any good reason. By many of those who 
joined in the rush it will be looked back to in 
after years as causeless and absurd, and none 
will deem it wise, . 


As raz Controller has been unable to sell 4 
and 5 per cent city securities when offered in 
denominations of $1,000 and $500 the 
Council, taking the advice of Tx Tumor, 
will probably authorize him to offer them in 
the lower denominations of $100 and $50. 
With this modification there is no reason to 
doubt that the Controller can dispose of his 
bonds and water certificates af par without 
the least difficulty. The timid people have ta- 
ken considerable sums out of the savings and 
other banks and have locked up-their money 
in the boxes of safety deposit concerns or hid- 
den itaway athome. Were it in their power 
to get city securities for small amounts, pay- 
ing 4 and 5 per cent interest, that money 
which has been withdrawn from circulation 
by them would leave its hiding places and find 
its way back to the banks. A nervous 
man with two or three hundred dollars 
in his possession may have his doubts about a 
bank, but he entertains none as to the city. 
He knows that its bonds are sure to be paid, 
interest and principal, and that if he can get 
them now at par they will be sure to go to a 
premium in a short time. The Controller 
should lose no time in offering his small 
bonds to the small capitalists of Chicago—the 
850 and $100 men—for they will jump at a 
chance to get them. 


Tus Iowa Prohibitionists are to be con- 


gratulated on the fact that they show a streak 


of good sense as a welcome relief to the wild 
gush of impracticable nonsense they and their 
fellows in other States have inflicted on the 
community.

There was practically nothing dane in the ac- 
count, and every broker had his haus full of or- 
ders for fractional lots for the acount of in- 
vestors, many of whom stood outsifle of the rail 
with the money in their hands.

The 
total sales forthe day reached 1,748 shares of 
West Chicago Street railroad stock and 957 
shares of North Chicago Street railroad stock.

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BETTER BUYING IN WHEAT. 


Prices Recover One Cent«Less Apprehen- 
sion in the Markets. 


Wheat recovered a full cent, closing near the 
top. The market was in a position much more 
satisfactory to traders favoring the long side, and 
these were more plentiful than recently, owing to 
the severe slump of the last ten days. Taken 
throughout there was a liberal volume of specu- 
lative business, with some good buying by influ- 
ential peaple. The reaction toward higher 
prices came chiefly from the fact that there was 
less apprehension regarding the financial situa- 
tion. The runs on the savings banks continned, 
but the assurances of the officials that depositors 
would be paid as fast as the money 
could be handed out to them cleared the 
atmosphere somewhat, and this reached to 
the wheat pit. Possibly the scattered lots of long 
wheat have been liquidated, this taking off some 
of the selling pressure; perhaps there was better 
buying for investment account.
